Houck White, head of til** Church of 
lls** Social Revolution, a dozen Social­ 
ists were beaten and thrown out of Cal­ 
vary Baptist church, which Joh n D. 
Rockefeller attends, when W hite tried 
to speak at Sunday morning s serv­ 
ices. 
Ushers seized and dragged W hite up 
th** aisle while he clawed at * very pew 
and pillar and braced his feet to hold 
back. 
The whole congregation was on 
its feet and cries of "Let him talk. 
‘‘Shame, sham e,” ‘ Put him out; this 
is the house of God,” re-echoed all over 
th** church. 
A half dozen fist fights started im­ 
mediately between ushers and W hite’s 
followers. 
A lieutenant of F ra n k Tan 
nenbaum, the I. W. W. leader, was 
picked up by ushers and thrown bodily 
from the church vestibule to the side­ 
walk. Emmanuel Ixipez, a Portuguese, 
who had not entered the church, was 
surrounded by police on the sidewalk 
and beaten with fists and billies until 
several teeth had been knocked out 
and one*eye was unrecognizable. 
One stranger was la attn by ushers 
and police in the vestibule till he stood 
helpless with .blood running all over 
the floor. 
A member of the congrega­ 
tion who arose hastily and started up 
the aisle had a hand clapped over his 
mouth and his arms pinned to his 
sides until he explained who he was. 
White and eleven others were lock­ 
ed up. 
The Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin, 
the pastor, who had stood silent in the 
pulpit throughout the riot, went on 
with his sermon as soon as the rumpus 
had been transferred to the sidewalk.

THE SUMMER FROCK FORBIDS THE LEAST 
ATOM OF UNNECESSARY WEIGHT 


Growers Pay Too Little Attention to 
the Seed They Use. 
V\ ashingtou.—The American 
potato 
grower is charged with paying too lit­ 
tle attention to flu* selection of seed 
potatoes by tile department of agricul­ 
ture in >i statem ent declaring that by 
the use of high grade seed the returns 
from the crop would he increased by 
many millions of dollars. 
The increase that might la* expected 
from tile use of high grade seed is con 
servatively estimated at not less than 
IO per cent. 
Such an increase, based 
on the average production or th** aver­ 
age production of the last five years, 
.says the statem ent, would amount t< 
over 34,000.000 bushels, having an a p ­ 
proximate value of $21.ooo.0oo. 
Of th** many causes which operate to 
produce a low average point* yield in 
the United States, it is pointed out. im ­ 
pure seed is an Important one. 
Euro­ 
pean potato growers, especially those 
of Great Britain aud Germany, pay the 
strictest attention to the quality of tin* 
seed used.

Sug g ested T h a t All Churches O b s e r v e 
A nn iv ersary of H a g u e Conference. 


The Federal Council of the Church­ 
es of Christ in America, through its 
commission on peace and arbitration, 
invites the churches to observe Sun­ 
day, May 17. for the question of in­ 
ternational peace and arbitration, this 
being the 
anniversary of the 
first 
Hague conference. 
A letter sent out 
to pastors and churches calls attention 
to the atrocities of the Balkan affair 
and characterizes it as “a striking ex­ 
hibition of the futility of war as a I 
means of settling international dis­ 
putes and securing the common weal.” , 
On the other hand, there is also the 
general movement for world peace. 
The federal council announces a peace 
campaign to be international in scope 
and reaching to the antipodes. 


The Answers Classified. 
In a general way the answers to the 
first and second questions may 
bt 
classified in three groups, as follows: 
First.—Those who urge that the only 
possible solution of the Indian problem 
is to let each Indian solve it for him­ 
self. 
The Indians who express this 
view are generally the younger and 
educated indians, who deprecate the 
old tribal laws and customs, ceremonial 
dancing and Indian ways of living, the 
influence of the chiefs and the patron­ 
age of the government, and are anxious 
to have all Indians adopt white civili­ 
zation, 
W riters who express these! 
views say th a t the Indians are irre­ 
sponsible children mainly because t h e ; 
government has alw ays cared for them 
and relieved them of responsibility, j 
that the government cannot treat them 
as wards forever and that so long as 
full citizenship and full individual re­ 
sponsibility are withheld and Indians 
are forced to rem ain dependents they 
WPI make little advance toward real 
civilization. 
Second.—Those who urge that In­ 
dians are Indians and must always re­ 
main so, that they do not want citizen-1 
ship, but want to continue to be wards 
of the nation and that to force them to 
adopt white civilization means the ex­ 
termination of the race. Some of these 


writers in this class urge that since 
the government has taken their land 
it is tinder a moral obligation to sup­ 
port and care for the Indians forever. 
This group is ti email reactionary mi* 
uority, 
made up almost 
wholly 
of 
chiefs, headmen anti full bloods of the 
less progressive tribes, who sav they 
want no “ white d o in g s ." 
Some pro- 
tost against government interference in 
tribal dances and other ceremonials,

Many of 
them urge that to give Indians their 
property without restrictions is to in­ 
vite nnprinripled white men to take it 
a w a y from them and leave the Indians 
destitute iii a short time 
While nearly 
all who write in this way agree that 
many 
individuals 
in 
the 
numerous 
tribes are ready for citizenship and 
should be given full independence at 
once. they also agree that there are 
great numbers of Indians who are not 
civilized and will not be civ ilized for 
y e a r s to come, if ever, and that to sud­ 
denly withdraw government patronage 
and 
supervision 
from 
these 
people 
means their ruin. 
Writers who take 
this view of the Indian problem usual­ 
ly emphasize the Indian’s fear of ta x ­ 
ation and urge that lands given to In­ 
dians should be made exempt from 
taxation for a period of years. 
The 
writers in this class, too, dwell largely 
upon the weaknesses of Indians. Even 
educated Indians, say some of the 
writers. are more susceptible to tem p­ 
tation and fall victims to gambling, 
whisky, dancing and other forms of 
immorality more readily than white 
men.

“The present system 
lowers the self respect of the Indian, 
who should be taught self reliance.” 
“To give an Indian money or prop­ 
erty that he does not know how to use 
is to harm him,” writes a White Earth 
Indian from Minnesota. 
“Give each 
Indian an allotment and supply him 
with a team aud Implements and give 
him a teacher—not a mere bookish 
man, but a real teacher—who will stay 
with the Indian aud teach him how 
to live under these new conditions.”
